Respect for Taxes 
Tells You Where 
Seat of Power Is 
As citizens scramble to beat 


the deadline for payment of 
federal 
income 
taxes 
this 


Thursday, April 15, you are 
grimly reminded that respect for 
taxes is the surest indication of 
where the seat of political power 
is today. 


A large measure of respect for 


taxes and governmental power 
used to exist in local govern- 
ment, but failure to face up to 
local taxing obligations has 
shunted the burden to the 
federalists. And as the adage 
goes, the man who pays the 
fiddler calls the tune—so today 
the same local people who 
wouldn't pay taxes at home have 
not only lost their independence 
but pay still higher taxes to a 
bureau 1,100 miles away. 


Which shows you the folly of 


frying to run away from the 
obligation to support essential 
public services. Yet a local tax 
structure keeps 
money at 


home—100 per cent. Economists, 
as I recall, figure only 50 per cent 
oi state taxation returns to the 
local level—and only 25 per cent 
of federal levies. I have always 
believed in fair and thorough tax 
collection at home—one special 
advantage being that local taxes 
are deductible from today's 
tough federal levy.

Mail 
deposited inside the post office 
by 9:30 will be so postmarked.

If you do so your 
tax return will be postmarked 
the next morning, April 16—and 
you will face a delinquency 
payment.

Americans were killed in com- 
bat in Vietnam last week, the 
lowest toll in two months, the 
U.S. Command reported today. 


The command's weekly casu- 


alty summary also showed a 
small drop in the number of 
U.S. wounded, listing 318 last 
week compared with 347 the 
week before. 


The South Vietnamese Com- 


mand reported 523 government 
troops killed and 1,168 wounded 
last week. The total killed was 
the same as the toll reported 
the week before, while the 
number of wounded was 10 
less. 


The allied commands report- 


ed 2,894 North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong killed last week, 788 
less than the week before. 


The total of 42 Americans 


killed was less than half the 88 
reported the previous week and 
the lowest total since the week 
of Jan. 31-Feb. 6, when 24 were 
reported killed. 


A U.S. spokesman said 28 


Americans died last week from 
such nonhostile causes as acci- 
dents and illness.

some cruel jokes on this West 
Texas city. 


It is only perversely funny to 


some 
when a 
dry lakebed 


burns, the city runs a pipeline 
to a dry reservoir, and a gallon 
of good water costs more than 
a gallon of gasoline. 


There were few chuckles here 


when the Texas Legislature, in 
a lighter moment, toyed with 
legislation authorizing the city 
to build a pipeline to the moon. 


And only a handful of people 


stampeded 
out 
to purchase 


bumper 
stickers proclaiming 


the city of 64,000 the "Pipeline 
Capital of Texas." 


The community pays $73,000 


annually for 3,000 acre-feet of 
water it isn't getting from one 
reservoir, and $240,000 yearly 
for a pipeline it isn't using. 


According to unofficial esti- 


mates, the city pays between 
$675,000 and $800,000 annually 
in water 
supply 
retirement 


debts on four lakes. 


Only the smallest of the four, 


Lake Nasworthy, contains an 
appreciable amount of mois- 
ture. 


Citizens distressed with the 


quality of water have turned, in 
vast numbers, to bottled water 
for drinking and cooking. 


Mystic-Ozarka reports 
that 


bottled water sales have in- 
creased 85 per cent since last 
October. At $1.90 a five-gallon 
container, that's 38 cents a gal- 
lon. 


Since last October, less than 


half an inch of rain has fallen. 
This, coupled with an absence 
of heavy rains in recent years, 
dired up one lake and depleted 
the water supply in others. The 
dry lake bed burned. 


To circumvent this drought 


and potential future dry spells, 
the city has contracted for un- 
derground sources.

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Prison Controversy 
Was Big Issue in the 
Legislative Session

On Monday, April 19, six 
members 
of the House and 


Senate will convene to evaluate 
procedural errors, if any, from 
legislation passed in the recent 
session. If no mistakes are found 
they will adjourn the legislature 
"sine die." If mistakes are found 
then the House and Senate will be 
called into full session to correct 
any errors. 


Finding none, the 68th General 


Assembly will conclude what 
must be recorded as one of the 
most productive sessions in the 
history of the state. 


Next week your representative 


will review in this column the 
major legislation which was 
passed. 


The Prison Controversy 


The Arkansas prisons have 


consistently been in the news of 
our state and have often received 
worldwide attention. 


The problem is far from 


solved, as evidenced last week, 
with the firing of Robert Sarver 
as Corrections Commissioner. 


Governor Bumpers, in order to 


get his $300,000 prison program 
appropriation, agreed to support 
the removal of Sarver. This, in 
turn, allowed the Board of 
Corrections to execute the firing 
openly with the Governor's 
endorsement. 


There are 
two schools of 


doctrine regarding how our 
prisons should be run. The older 
more involved members of the 
House see some of the best 
farmland in the world not in full 
production. Many of these men 
come from farm backgrounds 
and in their minds it is a sin to let 
such productive land go to waste. 


Another school says that to 


rehabilitate prisoners, to return 
them to society as productive 
people, to reduce the high return 
rate of former inmates we must 
have reform which does not 
emphasize agricultural skills. 


On some points practically 


everyone agrees: (1) Youthful 
offenders should not be placed in 
the same quarters as the har- 
dened 
criminals. 
(2) 
A 


maximum security unit should 
be built to separate the more 
dangerous elements. (3) A good 
parole system must be put into 
effect. 


It was toward those ends that 


Governor Bumpers asked the 
legislature for $300,000 to im- 
plement such programs (plus a 
few other items). 


It was because of the per- 


sonality conflicts that the prison 
controversy came to the fore 
again. 


Opponents of Sarver hailed the 


Governor's endorsement of the 
firing as good riddance of the last 
of the controversial directors. 


Supporters of Sarver say that 


the Governor has forfeited his 
right 
to 
select 
qualified 


professionals 
to run 
state 


departments. They maintain 
that anytime the legislature 
wants to get rid of an ad- 
ministrator they now have the 
precedent to do so. 


I feel that both sides are guilty 


for not exercising restraint and 
reason and for, once again, 
blackening the eye of Arkansas 
by allowing the prison system to 
become a political game. 


In some earlier columns we 


pointed out that the legislature 
gave the new Governor prac- 
tically everything he asked for. 
It is up to him to make it work, to 
solve the problems. 


It is our intent to write oc- 


casional columns during the next 
year and a half to update you on 
the progress of implementing 
these programs. The prison 
controversy is far from over. The 
Governor is aware of this and 
has said 
that 
due 
to 
the 


magnitude of the 
original 


problems he may not be able to 
solve it in four years. How he 
goes about it may well be the key 
to his political future. 


I don't feel that it is right for a 


Representative 
to evaluate 


without offering some solutions. 
1 have long felt that the biggest 
problem was in the large number 
of returnees which any prison 
system has. Since the national 
crime rate 
has grown so 


drastically this is even a more 
acute problem. Our prisons have 
been a crime training ground for 
the young rather than corrective. 


While serving as student 


President at the University of 
Arkansas I toured the prisons for 
two days. This was the tune 
when the controversy was at its 
peak My thought at the time 
was, "What is farm profit if you 
lose the man?" 


We all agree that the trusty 


n is evil and immoral— uiir 


convict with the power of life and 
death over another. 


I support a three-part plan 


which, admittedly idealistic, 
would give us the best of both 
systems. (1) The establishment 
of a limited vo-tech school to 
train these men in skills which 
would give them the security of a 
good-paying job upon parole. (2) 
Operate the vo-tech school 
during the months of the year 
when the farming chores are at a 
minimum. (3) Convert the farm 
to a modern, highly-mechanized 
system and train agriculturally 
oriented inmates in modern farm 
principles and techniques. In 
essence, make the farm profits 
high again but not through 
"slave" labor. (4) Invest in a 
bigger more professional staff. 
(You can hire the world's 
greatest director, but if he does 
not have supportive qualified 
administration he can't carry the 
load.) 


I support a 
balance of 


profitable agricultural operation 
and a part-time vo-tech school. 
After all, the men are there for 
pretty long time periods. Their 
time could be more properly

mechanized farm operation and 
vo-tech training would provide 
Arkansas with a model prison 
program.

How much 
better we would all feel knowing 
that positive progress was being 
made. 


The motto of the University of 


Arkansas should become the 
motto of our attitude toward our 
prisons: "Truth leads progress." 
If we can be truthful with each 
other, genuinely evaluate our 
motives then we will make 
progress.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sala- 


ries of officers and employes of 
the troubled United Mine Work- 
ers international union jumped 
25 per cent last year $2.35 mil- 
lion, according to union records 
newly filed with the Labor De- 
partment. 


Indicted union president W.A. 


"Tony" Boyle got no increase 
in his $50,000 salary from 1969 
to 1970, but most others on the 
union's payroll did. 


The union paid $1.88 million 


during 1969 to 29 officers and 77 
employes. Last year, there was 
one fewer officer—slain insur- 
gent Joseph Yablonski—but the 
union added 21 new employes 
and the payroll increased near- 
ly $500,000. 


The 
annual reports 
show 


UMW general counsel Edward 
L. Carey was paid $45,000 in 
1970, 
$5,000 more than he got in 


1969, 
making him second to 


Boyle on the salary ladder. 


Vice president George J. Ti- 


tler 
and 
secretary-treasurer 


John Owens both were 
un- 


changed at $40,000. Owens is 
under indictment for conspiring 
to embezzle union funds and 
making an illegal political con- 
tribution. Boyle is under sim- 
ilar and additional indictments 
in the same case. 


The union's executive board 


members mostly got increases 
of about $1,300 in their salaries, 
which are generally $22,000 or 
$27,000. 


John Eagan, president of the 


25th UMW district in Pennsyl- 
vania's anthracite country, got 
an $8,058 increase to $22,000. 
The Senate Labor Committee is 
examining that district's fi- 
nances. 


Donald E. Lawley, president 


of the 21st district in the Fort 
Smith, Ark., area, got an iden- 
tical raise. Leonard J. Pnakov- 
ieh, president of the 31st dis- 
trict around Fairmont, W.Va., 
was increased $6,558 to $22,000. 


Howard W. Channel!, assis- 


tant to Owens, got a raise of

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Gov. 


Dale Bumpers says that a bill 
to reduce the commission that 
wholesalers receive for placing 
the tax stamps on cigarette 
packages probably would be 
"in order," although it is too 
late to consider such a measure 
in the 68th General Assembly. 


The governor said there was 


a "very distinct possibility" 
that he would include such a 
proposal in the call for a spe- 
cial session if there is a special 
session. 


The wholesalers receive a dis- 


count or commission of 3.8 per 
cent of the tax for putting the 
stamps on the packages. As a 
result of the five-cent per pack- 
age tax increase approved by 
the legislature, the 92 wholesal- 
ers will share in about $360,000 
more a year in commissions 
for doing the same job. 


Before the tax increase, the 


total commission amounted to 
about $720,000 a year. 


There was some puzzlement 


in the legislature about why the 
administration did not couple 
the tax increase with a reduc- 
tion in the commission. Some 
legislators argued that unless 
the commission were lowered, 
the wholesalers would receive a 
windfall that should go into the 
state treasury. 


Bumpers told a newsman late 


in the session that a commis- 
sion was not proposed by the 
administration through an over- 
sight, but he said at that time 
he thought a bill by Rep. Leroy 
Blankenship of Walnut Ridge 
would "take care" of the situa- 
tion. 


Blankenship's bill, cutting the 


commission to 1.9 per cent, nev-

came 
up 
for

Marked Tree also introduced a 
measure that would have re- 
duced the discount, but it also 
called for the state revenue 
commissioner to contract with 
one firm to do all the stamping. 
Bumpers, opposed to the con- 
cept, declined Thompson's re- 
quest to make the bill an ad- 
ministration proposal.

Blankenship said this week,* 


that Bumpers had indicated' 
support of his bill, but that the 
governor never got around to 
adopting it as an administration 
measure, "I guess because it 
was late in the session and he 
had a lot of administration bills 
pending at that time." 


The representative said he 


had introduced the bill too late 
in the session for it to work up 
for a vote. If it had been des- 
ignated an administration bill, 
the measure would have re- 
ceived priority consideration. 


Blankenship 
said 
retaining 


the current commission while 
raising

amounted to a "big raise" for 
the wholesalers since their ex- 
penses will not change. 


He expressed hope that the 


matter would be included in a 
special 
session 
if 
Bumpers 


called one. 


The governor has said it is

whether he would have to ulti- 
mately call a special session. 


Bumpers said this week he 


had not given close study to re- 
ducing the commission, but that 
he would be happy to talk with 
Blankenship about it. 


"I don't want to get the dis- 


count to the point where it ac- 
tually costs the wholesalers to 
affix 
the stamps," Bumpers 


said. "By the same token, of 
course, they're obviously going 
to benefit (without a reduc- 
tion)."

said that creation of some mul- 
timember districts in one of the 
two houses of the Arkansas 
Legislature might be a solution 
to the state's ^apportionment 
problems. 


The governor told a news con- 


ference that so many different 
ballots would have to be print- 
ed if there are all single-mem- 
ber districts in both houses, 
creating confusion for voters 
and election officials. 


He said that under considera- 


tion by the state Board of Ap- 
portionment was the possibility 
of creating a "limited number" 
of multimember districts. 


Atty. Gen. Ray Thornton Jr. 


issued an opinion Saturday say- 
ing that single-member redis- 
tricting probably would be the 
"most 
acceptable" 
by 
the 


courts, but that he thought the 
courts would approve a reap- 
portionment plan that utilized 
some multimember districts in 
one house or the other. 


had proposed uniform bumper 
heights and a 5-mph standard 
for front and rear bumpers on 
1973 models.

Volunteers 
for Vietnam 
Idea Dropped 
By ROBERT A. DOBKIN

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Nixon administration appears 
to have backed off the idea of 
sending only volunteers to Viet- 
nam. 


Secretary of Defense Melvin 


R. Laird said Tuesday the pos- 
sibility is still under study, but 
spoke of enlistment problems 
and reservation about asking 
soldiers to volunteer for war 
duty. 


Within a few months, the 


number of U.S. troops in Viet- 
nam will have reached a level 
at which Laird had said pre- 
viously it might be possible to 
assign only volunteers, as was 
done before the big American 
buildup began in 1965. 


"The study we have," Laird 


said in January 1970, "would 
indicate that you would have to 
have a force of between 200,000 
and 240,000 before you could en- 
tertain a new program that 
would limit your forces in Viet- 
nam to volunteers." 


President 
Nixon announced 


last week he would withdraw 
another 100,000 troops by Dec. 
1, bringing the U.S. force down 
to 184,000 men. 


But when asked at a Tuesday 


news conference when it would 
be possible to send only volun- 
teers to Vietnam, Laird replied 
this could seriously affect the 
administration's efforts to raise 
an army without the draft, a 
mid-1973 goal. 


"There are certain problems 


if we split the 
all-volunteer 


force up and apply it just to 
South Vietnam and not as a 
worldwide sort of proposition," 
he explained. 


After personally interviewing 


enlisted 
men 
and 
officers, 


Laird said, he found many vol- 
unteers are willing to serve in 
Vietnam. "But it's rather diffi- 
cult to go home and explain to 
one's wife and family that they 
have decided they want to go to 
Vietnam and serve a year or 
two years. 


"They can go home and ex- 


plain this very easily if they 
are actually ordered to serve 
there," he said. Nevertheless, 
the defense chief said, it's a 
matter "we continue to study." 


Pentagon sources said the 


idea of sending only volunteers 
to Vietnam was an attractive 
one a year ago, but now offi- 
cials are leery of it.

Big Cats Are 
Vanishing 
From Earth

LAGUNA HILLS, Calif. (AP) 


— The Asiatic lion once roamed 
from southern Europe to Asia. 
Now, 
150 are left in a game 


preserve in India where human 
scavengers steal their food. 


Experts estimate 
40,000 ti- 


gers, lived in the jungles of In- 
dia 25 years ago. Only 2,500 re- 
main, saved when the Indian 
government banned tiger hunt- 
ing and trade in tiger skins. 


Once plentiful in the Amazon 


Basin of South America, the 
jaguar has so declined that zoo- 
logists must travel hundreds of 
miles to find one. 


In short, the big cars of the 


world—lions, tigers, cheetahs, 
leopards, jaguars, and others- 
are rushing toward extinction. 
Unless something is done, and 
soon, zoologists warn, the cats 
will join the dodo bird and pas- 
senger pigeon as museum rel- 
ics. 


That was the grim picture 


painted 
here 
recently 
when 


more than a dozen big cat ex- 
perts from India, Africa, Eu- 
rope, Canada and the United 
States gathered to assess the 
future of the felidae. 


"The large predators have 


reached the twilight of their ex- 
istence," 
said 
Dr. 
George 


Schaller, a zoologist with the 
New York Zoological Society 
and Rockefeller University who 
spent three years studying lions 
in Africa. 


"Shot for so-called sport, in 


demand by the far industry, 
trapped and poisoned because 
they kill deer, livestock and 
other animals in which man 


. has vested interest, the tigers, 


leopard, 
cheetah and others 


have been so ruthlessly 
ex- 


terminated in recent years that 
their future is not assured." 


It's not too late to preserve 


the big cats, the scientists 
agreed. But it will be a difficult 
task 
involving 
international 


agreements with emerging na- 
tions where economic growth 
often takes priority over saving 
endangered species of wildlife. 


The biggest obstacle is hu- 


.jnan population growth. In Af- 
rica, India, Asia and South 
America, expanding population 
is consuming more and more 
forests and grasslands, robbing 
the cats of native habitats and 
prey animals. 


The Asiatic lion, for example, 


shares its sactuary with sev- 
eral 
thousand 
humans 
and 


must prey on farmers' cattle. 
But groups of scavengers mem- 
bers of India's "untouchables" 
caste, are alert for lion kills 
and quickly move in, driving 
the lions away. They take the 
hide and meat of the kill, leav- 
ing the remains for vultures. 


A more immediate threat es- 


pecially to the spotted cats, is 
the demand for coats made of 
their skins. 


Although most countries have 


laws 
protecting 
their 
cats, 


poaching continues. A poacher 
can sell a leopard skin for $50, 
as much money as many Afri- 
cans make in a year. Several 
skins sewn into a coat might 
fetch $5,000.
